Money Through Briber 


The conviction this week of William 
J. Anderson, ex-deputy sheriff, on a 
charge of bribery, brings to the close 
tho career of a man who is entitled to 
little sympathy. 


Anderson, is the man who killed the, 


Bandit Dale and his wife at Arcadia 
some three years ago, when Deputy 
Sheriff George W. Van Vliet of Covina 
met his death at the hands of the ban- 
dit's wife. There was a considerable 
reward offered for Dale, dead or alive, 
and at the time of the tragic death of 
Van Vliet it was mutually agreed by 
all the officers interested in the reward 
that the entire amount when collected 
should be given to Van Vliet's widow 
and his children, three in number, the 
oldest at that time being aged ten. 


The matter of collection was left 


largely in the hands of Anderson, who 
was tho dead man's companion on the 
day of the fatal shooting, and iu whom 
the widow had the utmost confidence. 
It developed, however, during the time 
of Anderson's trial that he had collect- 
ed and spent the money, and had never 
paid a cent to the widow, but had from 
time to, time offered excuses of his in- 
ability to collect the fine.

E D I T O R I A L 


The World of Wireless Waves 


The spectacular development of the wireless telephone com- 


mands more serious attention than any discovery within the 
recollection of the present generation. That it is bound to prove 
the greatest civilizing influence of the century there can be no 
doubt. It will far outstrip the talking machine and ever the 
motion picture, because its potentiality lies nearer to the root 
of things. "When the American rancher can be brought into 
conversational contact with the remotest part of the country 
things are going to move. What is,to happen to the local band 
when the boys and girls of every town and hamlet dance to 
the music of the world's greatest master of the jazz broadcasted 
from a central point 1 Business men will do well to give serious 
and immediate thought to this new development. Already the 
effect of the wireless is being felt in the talking machine business. 
True human nature likes to pick concerts to its own liking, to 
"put on" the record that pleases for the moment, but when the 
standard of the ready made concert, as it will, takes into con- 
sideration the variety of tastes and wishes the home reproducer 
is destined to the discard. 


Quite apart from its commercial aspect, however, let us hope 


the government will not let slip by unused this great potential 
service for the people. AVireless communication can be made 
to lower the death rate, it can be made to check the growth of 
insanity, it can be the means of making healthier and happier 
mothers and children, it can spell the spread of sanitation, it can 
cure the cold and halt the fever. Its blessings can be reflected 
in the remote hamlets where plain God fearing American people 
find their homes and do the work of the hour far removed from 
medical skill and simple social science. For the rancher the 
possibilities are limitless. Five years or even less should see in 
the cabinet of the United States of secretary of communication— 
the, biggest job in America.

The Tractor Does It Quickly 


In a year like the present, when rains are seasonable, and 


sometimes unseasonable, it is necessary to do an immense amount 
of ranch and farm work in as short time as possible, and as soon 
as the soil can be handled. That is, it is necessary to do it quick- 
ly if the soil is to be available for crops during the present sea- 
son. 
Hence there is a demand for power which can be driven 


to the limit in hours and in loads. The additional cultivation 
and1 the increased area of seed bed preparation, the latter made 
possible through the use of the tractor, is a valuable considera- 
tion. 
Ten hours a day does not tire it, for when that time has 


passed a new driver may press the button and with the aid of 
electric lights keep the machine going through the night. The 
tractor has made a'place for itself with both orchardist and 
rancher, which will broaden as the years go by. 


Interview With Henry Ford 


"A few decades ago, there were local flouring-mills in the 


small towns. Then came patent processes, big mills, consolida- 
tion. The little mills were shut down. Now they are making 
small flour-mill plants that will produce the same flour, in very 
small establishments; and we shall be returning presently to the 
old system of the local mill, supplying the local market. That 
will cut out another big item of waste transportation. 


"The new era will see a great redistribution of industry to 


the country. This country has got to live in the country; indus- 
try must be taken back to the country; small cities and towns 
should supply more of their requirements, diversify their indus- 
tries, enable local capital to finance their business, and thus 
keep it in the financial control of the people who have the great- 
est interest in its success. Financing industry is all wrong; the 
thing to do with industry it to run it; under the management 
of people who own it, and who stay on the job. 


"Make every community as nearly independent as possible. 


The great modern city is an abnormal development. It tends 
to break down under its own weight. It is socially bad and 
economically unsound. You can see the evidences of this, in the 
acute housing problem of cities, and in the breakdown of muni- 
cipal facilities, especially traction systems."

Frost Protection Conference, April 29 


Citrus and Walnut Growers of Soxithern and Central California 


Will Gather in Covina to Discuss Methods of Frost Protection— 
Demonstration of the Latest Frost-Fighting Devices and Smudge- 
Pots Will Be Featured—State and Federal Experts Will Attend. 


The question of frost protection for 


the citrus groves is a live and vital 
subject throughout Southern California 
at the present time. 


The ranchers of Covina, in a practi- 


cal way, through a committee of which 
L. L. Ratekiu is president and Edward 
Inslcy secretary, appointed by the Co- 
vina chamber of commerce, are seek- 
ing all available information on the 
subject. 


This committee announces that on 


Saturday, April 29, there will be held in 
Covina a conference of those interested 
in this subject from all over Southern 
and Central California. Morning and 
afternoon sessions will be held. To this 
gathering will be invited all who have 
any suggestions, plans or devices for 
fighting low temperatures. Inventors of 
smudge pots and all frost-fighting de- 
vices will be given an opportunity to 
demonstrate their machines. 
C. E. 


Crawford, manager of the Covina Or- 
ange Growers' Association, will have 
charge of the program. 


This movement is the outgrowth of 


the discussion on frost protection at a 
meeting of the Covina Men's Club held 
last week, at which over 200 ranchers 
were present. 
On account of limited 


space the Argus was unable to publish 
the report of this meeting in full in its 
last issue. The requests for this article 
have been so insistent that we are 
printing below the story. 


FBOST PBOTECTION'. 


The most interesting feature of the 


evening, from the ranchers' standpoint, 
•was the discussion on frost protection. 
This open forum was presided over by 
C. E. Crawford, manager of the Co- 
vina 
Orange 
Growers' Association. 


Professor Booth of Chaffee junior col- 
lege went into detail as to the resisting 
power of the various species of oranges 
to frost. He claimed that a killing 
frost could be expected at least once in 
ten years, and a partial loss from the 
same came every five years. Ho felt 
confident that these unfavorable condi- 
tions -would eventually be overcome— 
that a study of the air cu»sents would 
develop a sure method of frost contro 
which would be cheaper, cleaner and 
more effective than the present system 
of smudging with crude oil. Already 
he said, a number of inventive geniuses 
are at work on devices for raising tem- 
peratures in orchards during cold spells. 


Daniel Mackenzie, an orange grower 


of the Pomona valley, stated that he 
commenced tinkering some eight years 
ago with a motor-driven fan and a 
couple of thermometers. He believes he 
now has solved the secret of warming 
the atmosphere above, about and around 
his orange grove on chilly nights at a 
cost that is far below the cost of smudge 
pots. 
His heating plant, he stated, 


would cost not greatly in excess of $100. 
It consisted of an old automobile motor 
attached to a fan. The fan, in turn, is 
attached to a thirteen-foot stack, with 
a moveable nozzle, which can be direct- 
ed over any part of his five-acre grove. 
Two heater pots,/of the type common- 
ly used in groves, are then placed near 
the fan, with a short joint of pipe con- 
necting them with the fan. 


The heating operation consists of 


turning the motor and lighting the 
crude oil in the two pots. The revolv- 
ing fan causes an intense draft that 
draws the output of the two pots into 
(he fail and forces it up the stack. The 
tremendous draft causes the burning oil 
to be fused with the air, thereby con- 
suming all of the oil and eliminating 
the smoke. The hot air is forced out of 


(lie nozzle at the top of (lie stuck with 


ic'h force that it is driven the length 
f the five-acre grove before it has 


spent itself, or in other words, lost all 
if its heat. 


Mr. Mackenzie states that the cost 


of operating this contrivance is :ip-

udgc pots in his orchard would be 


iitty dollars, which cost would not in- 
I'lude the labor for lighting and main- 
taining lighted the pots. In addition 
to this the heavy pall of crude oil 
smoke that settles down over the coun- 
try, when the pots arc used, would be 
eliminated. 


Mr. Mackenzie has demonstrated in 


his orchard, by the use of a thermom- 
eter attached to the top of the stack 
of his machine that he could secure 
150 degrees of hot air passing out of 
the stack within fifteen minutes after 
lie first turned the motor over. This 
heat could be increased to 250 degrees 
within thirty minutes. The limit of 
the scope of the machine, he declares, 
depends entirely on the size of the 
fan used. Fans may be obtained large 
enough to force the heated air over the 
trees of a ten or fifteen-acre grove. 


Frank J. Agnew of Ontario display- 


ed the model of a tower, carrying a pro- 
peller or fan, which would draw down 
the warmth from the upper air strata, 
and mixing it with hot air generated 
by the machine, would raise the tem- 
perature from four to ten degrees over 
an area of two acres. He explained the 
invention had not yet attained to its 
expected perfection, but he confidently 
expected ultimate success. At present, 
he stated, he had competent engineers 
working at designing an apparatus fol- 
lowing his theory, placing deflectors at 
various heights on the tower, so that 
when the air reaches the bottom of the 
tower it will bo deflected on a plane 
parallel to the ground. We figure on 
having burners at the base of the tower 
and are at this time designing a type 
of heater which we believe will replace 
the ordinary smudge pot. We are confi- 
dent that by using this air and forcing 
it in all directions from the tower, we 
will be able to raise the temperature 
the necessary degree to prevent frost 
damage to the fruit. 


A practical and convincing demon- 


stration was given, with the aid of mod- 
els, by Edward S. Cobb of Los Ange- 
les, inventor of the "Cobb Tempera- 
ture Regulator." The two models which 
the speaker had with him on this occa- 
sion were, he stated, exactly like the 
machines now being used effectively in 
Tulare county. They were made on a 
perfect scale of half an inch to the 
foot. 
The machine is an open-work 


tower with a tractor engine on a plat- 
form at the top. From this platform, on 
an extended shaft, there is an aeroplane 
propeller. The platform, carrying en- 
gine and propeller, will throw the warm 
air 450 feet from the center to the far 
corner of the grove. One of these ma- 
chines is sufficient for ten acres. Its 
present estimated cost is $3500. 


Warren Tovrt, a well-known rancher 


of Lindsay, who has one of these ma- 
chines in his grove, spoke highly of 
the results secured during the past 
three years. 
He said in part: 


"Three years ago in Lindsay we 


were up against it for frost protection 
and we got in touch with Mr. Kolb 
and installed one of his machines on a 
very cold 12-acre orchard. The results 
that year were so satisfactory that we 
have continued this machine. On six

lights we ran every night from 10 to 
12 hours. With the oil burners going 
from a period of 2 o'clock in the morn- 
ing until 7, we were able to raise the 
temperature 18 degrees. 
An outside 


check by thermometers about 500 feet 
away in open fields on each side of 
the orchard registered from 18 to 20. 
Inside the orchard, 100 feet from the 
machine, the thermometer registered 38 
at 2 o'clock. Out farther they regis- 
tered 32, 33, 34, 35, and at extreme 
corner the thermometer registered 30 
at 7 o'clock in the morning, after 5 
hours running, and all through the 
night it registered from 30 to 32. 


'' The first year we had a lot of work 


to do. We worked the machine all 
night, and all day made repairs. I had 
but two hours' sleep for 6 days and 
nights. On account of difficulty we had 
with lack of power, there were only two 
nights that we ran the heat, and on 
the other nights we had the air circu- 
lating. 
Indications 
from the 
nights 


when we had no heat seemed to justify 
us in thinking we did not need any 
heat. The last two years we had no 
heat. We did away with the oil burner. 


"This year, when the temperature 


went to 24 or 25, we kept the tempera- 
ture up in the orchard to about 28 or 
29 half way down the edge, and 28 the 
rest of the way as against the govern- 
ment checks of 24 or 25. For an hour 
after this machine started up, and we 
usually started about 12 o'clock, we 
noticed a raise of one degree. 
As a 


general thing, the thermometer would 
raise in half an hour to 29, and from 
then on the rest of the night it would 
seem to maintain that 
temperature. 


That showed very dearly that unless 
for extreme cold, there is no need of 
heat in the orchard. 


The results this year on that 12-acro 


orchard, we actually saved and have 
already shipped 80 per cent of the 
fruit. A neighbor's orchard of 80 acres 
of old Valencia trees, which has a warm 
irrigation line through it for protection, 
had a total loss. Up to 1919 our or- 
chard was always about the s'ame as 
the neighboring orchards. If one froze, 
the other froze. The 12 acres is in one 
of the coldest spots in the district— 
one or two degrees colder than the 
government thermometer, owing to a 
small creek through it." 


CARBON BRIQUET. 


That the carbon-briquet, burned un- 


der the citrus fruit trees in our orch- 
ards will solve the frost menace is the 
assertion of Champ 8. Vance, vice- 
president of the Los Angeles Gas & 
Electric Corporation. During "the past 
few weeks important tests have been 
made with the briquet in the orchards 
and under conditions which have prov- 
ed, according to 
the 
engineers 
in 


charge, that the briquet is adapted to 
the use and needs of the citrus grow- 
ers. 


There is to be no more nuisance from 


the smudge pot when the briquet is 
used. The housewife will not be forced 
to arrange for a general housecleaning 
bee whenever the frost signal is hung 
out if the briquet is used. The briquet 
is the cheapest fuel, is almost smoke- 
less and will burn for ten hours in the 
open on the coldest night. The briquet 
is not damaged, or even slightly injured 
by exposure to the moisture or the rain.

The briquet can be dumped beneath the 
trees in the orchards without injury to 
the trees or to the briquets. 


These claims are made by Mr. Vance 


and are backed up by the most careful 
chemical analysis and also by the state- 
ments of competent engineers who have 
experimented 
with 
the latest 
fuel. 


Burned in an open pot, with the heat 
radiated among the branches of the 
;recs, it is claimed the temperature of 
the orchard will be raised and kept 
above the freezing point during the 
coldest days of the year. 


Ten pounds of briquets, in a conical 


fire pot, will burn for four hours. The 
question of quick ignition is now of 
especial interest to Engineer Charles 
Robert of the Los Angeles corporation, 
who was in Covina the early part of 
this week to discuss the question witl 
the orchardists. 
He was accompanied 


by Frank Maple, outside distributor for 
the corporation, who arranged for a 
large supply of briquets to be placed 
where they can be readily supplied to 
citrus growers in this vicinity. 


"We claim that the carbon briquet 


is the ideal fuel for use in the orchards 
during the frost peril,' said Mr. Vance 
yesterday. "Chemical tests show us 
that the briquet is the cheapest fuel, 
that it contains only ten pounds of ash 
to the ton whereas coal shows about 
160 pounds to the ton. We also have 
proved that briquets are almost smoke- 
less, that they have a superabundance 
of heat, which is steady, sootless and 
has a tendency to raise the temperature 
close to the ground, or in other words, 
at the place where the fruit is growing 
and where the heat is most needed. 


"The 
briquet we are making is a 


clean fuel. It will take about twenty 
to make the ten pounds for use in the 
fire pot, or if you wish to double up 
the supply and make it a twenty-pound 
charge the briquet can be made to burn 
for at least eight -hours and perhaps 
longer without replenishing. Our claims 
sound rather startling, but wo will back 
them up by demonstrations-which we 
expect to make right here in Covina 
when you hold your convention." 


Engineers of the corporation, during 


their visit to Covina were surprised at 
the large acreage of citrus fruit trees 
here. They also ascertained that the 
damage done, while it was considerable, 
was not so great but that the briquet, 
if used under the conditions to be ad- 
vocated, would have saved every or- 
ange tree and every lemon tree touched 
by the frost. 


Engineer Robert lias a plan for burn- 


Ing a snuill pot of briquets under each 
tree. His plan is unique a'ul he expects 
to give the process in a paper to be de- 
livered to the orchardists during the 
convention on the 29th of this month. 
The corporation is then to follow up 
the campaign with a number of adver- 
tisements in our local newspapers, giv- 
ing {he chemical analysis of the briquet 
and telling the claims that are made 
for the new fuel when used in the or- 
chards.

Sheriff Traeger of Los Angeles county 


was one of the principal speakers at the 
April meeting of the associated cham- 
bers of commerce of the San Gabriel 
valley, held at La Verne. 


He devoted the time allotted to him 


in bringing home to his hearers the 
need of a new county jail. He said in 
part: 


A description of the present institu- 


tion, built twenty years ago, with ac- 
commodations for 250, gives the best 
reason for the great new combined city 
and county jail which is to be. started 
some time this summer and will be com- 
pleted in about two years. 
The old 


jail, with no additions, now has locked 
up in it every night from 500 to 565 
prisoners. 


The sheriff described in detail the ter- 


ribly overcrowded and unsanitary con- 
ditions, that lead to much more diffi- 
culty in the administration of the in- 
stitution, such as riots, the passing to 
prisoners of drugs, saws and weapons, 
and the ruining of their clothes by mold, 
as well as discomfort and suffering due 
to inadequate sleeping accommodations 
and poor bathing facilities. 


The new jail, he said, will have a din- 


ing room to accommodate at least 300 
prisoners, which can also be used as an 
auditorium. 
At present, the prisoners 


eat squatting on. the floor, the meals 
being served in tin pans. 


The sheriff spoke of the fact .that 


fifteen years ago, when he was assistant 
jailor, the average ago of the prisoners 
was 41, • but at the present time it is 
25 or less. 


Mr. Traeger is also very much inter- 


ested in the honor camp in San Dimas 
canyon, and said that this had been 
spoiled to a certain extent by the fact 
that too many Mexicans had been sent 
there at first, and that of the escapes, 
fifty per cent Mexicans and negroes. 
The honor system, he explained, had 
been inaugurated to help the "vag" 
who really has honest intentions for 
bettering himself, but who previously 
had been warned out of town as soon 
as released from jail. 
He gets fifty 


cents a day for eight hours work in the 
San Dimas canyon camp, and many of 
these men obtain employment on county 
construction work after serving their 
sentence. In any event, when they are 
released, they have from twenty to forty 
dollars 'ahead with "which to start look- 
ing for a job, and hence are not hunted 
out of the county.

The most valued and most effectual

The simplest 


method was to whirl rapidly backward 
and forward a wooden rod pr jfljrtll. 
The drill turned in a lower plpee of 
wood which may be called the Dearth. 
The drill was worked near 
of the hearth, cutting a socket; 
the socket a narrow canal was <:ut in 
the edge of the hearth, the Inaction 
of the canal being to collect the pow- 
dered wood ground off by the friction 
of the drill, as within tills wood meal 
the heat rose to the ignition point.
